fa r dista nt when a ny community will 
no more dispense with its free libra ries 
tha n with its free public schools. 
The 
one is becoming speedily not only the 
necessa ry, but the indispensa ble a d­ 
junct of the other. 
“ Our work ha s revea led to me the 
fa ct tha t a ll of our sma ller towns ha ve 
long felt the wa nt of a free libra ry a nd 
tha t they were pla ced a t a grea t dis­ 
a dva nta ge when compa red with the 
la rger communities, their neighbors, 
who ha d been a ble to secure one. 
“ Word comes to me da ily tha t the 
spa rsely settled communities not only 
ma ke the most generous use of their 
libra ries, but ta ke grea t pride in them 
a nd vote monev rea dily a nd generously 
for them 
often times ma ny fold more 
tha n the la w requires. 
“ It should be impressed upon the com­ 
munity tha t one of the most importa nt 
things tha t ca n be done for the future 
of a city, is to est a blish a public libra ry 
tha t in its equipment a nd a dministra ­ 
tion sha ll be worthy of a city of wea lth, 
intelligence a nd progress. 
From a 
mere ma teria l point of view, no other 
investment would a dd more to the va lue 
of property in Urn city, f a m fully per­ 
sua ded. tha n a first cla ss free public 
libra ry. 
It is of the first importa nce 
tha t the libra ry should be a bsolutely 
free to a ll the people of high or low de­ 
gree: a nd I ha ve never yet found a 
community, la rge or sma ll, tha t will 
not fully use a nd a pprecia te such a 
privilege.”

At Chicopee, Ma ss.. the a bolition of a 
foe increa sed the circula tion from 10,- 
000 to *25,000 the first yea r a nd to 25,- 
(HH) the second yea r. 
T he Merca ntile 
Libra ry of Peoria turned over to the 
city a nd ma de free, notes a n increa se 
in ten yea rs of members from 27.7 to 
4,500, a nd of issues from 15,000 to 9 0,- 
0<K) volumes. 
In the forty or more yea rs since the 
esta blishment of the lirst free public li­ 
bra ry, the growth in number a nd ex ­ 
tent ha s been phenomena l. Sta te a fter 
sta te ha s pa ssed la ws va rying 
but 
slightly in their genera l provisions, 
a uthorizing communities to ta x t hem­ 
selves for the support of free public li­ 
bra ries. 
Illinois wa s a mong the ea rliest of 
these.

1*72. a s a mended by a n a ct 
a pproved Ma rch 20th, 189 1, in force 
J uly Nt, 189 1, it is provided: 
Tha t the city council of ea ch ineor-
